Permits are administered in units 
based on tne amount of forage a tmv xn J 
her calf or five siieep eat in one month 
called an animal unit month or .AIM 
The forest lias a total of 179.073 .AUM' - 
136.280 .AUMs for caitic and 42.79.^ 
AUNls for sheep. 

Tlie 59 permittees hold permits for - 
about 130.000 AUMs. 

Ranchers may pur up die value of their 
ranch as collateral when they borrow 
money. If the rancher defaults on the 
loan, the bank may take possession oj 
the ranch and try to resell it. But it would 
be hard to sell - or to get full value - if 
the grazing permit is lost. 

In a tltrcxsway agreement lx;tvveen ihe 
rancher. the hank and the Forest 
Service, the Forest Service holds the per- 
mit in escrow until the mortgage is satis 
fied. Permits are is.sued for 10 yearv 

In a default, the bank would have 
three years to resell the property, and 
the Forest Service vi-ould reivsue the iN-r- 
mil to new owner - the pieierreu aji>«u- 
cant. 

The escrow w-aiver, however, also can 
be used to pressure the permittee - 
through the bank - to comply vnth per- 
mit requirements, said Boh Hamner.

Hagerman woman receives 2nd 
chance at life from liver transplant

It was a rnorbid tliouglit, knowing doctors would place anodier 
person’s organ within her ailing l»dy, she said Worse yet was 
knowing someone cbic had to die so she could live. 

“I just couldn't stand the idea. I was devastated." the 
Hagcmiim woman said, 

Nearly two years ago Petronek was diagnosed with dnrhoris of 
the liver, a resulting complication from contracting chronic 
hepatitis C from a dentaJ clinic in Mexico during the late 70s. 

Today, eight weeks since licr transplant surgery, Petronek 
.greets.eadi.day.wiUi.awu.and gratitude, thankful for-a second — 
chance at life. 

Peirimuk said she is still reprogramming her mind to accept 
tliut iier health is rclxtimding from recent pain and depression. 

'Tm still in shock that I’m alive," Petronek said. “The pain 
lessens eadi day, and 1 feel stronger cadi day.” 

Dr. Donald P. Workman of Twin Falls, who discovered 
Pcminek’s condition, said her liver had slowly deteriorated over 
the past two decade.s, iimJl the organ functioned at jast 10 per- 
cent of cap.'idiy. 

Her collapsing liver caitsed her immune i^iem to break down, 
restricted lier IxKiy’s ability to absorb nutrients and allowed tox- 
ins to build up in her brain. 

After coming lu grips witli failing healUi and after counseling 
se.vsions, Petronek agreed to place her name on the transplant 
list. 

'Hien the wait began. 

Petronek never strayed hu from a pliune and was never widi- 
out the company of her pager. A packed overnight bag rat ready 
for the trip .south to the LOS Hospital in Salt Lo^* City. 

But for 20 months, the phone never rang and the bag never 
moved.

Week focuses

SUN VALLEY - Local book sellers 
and library officials arc joining this 
week's national affinnation of the riglii 
to read. 

“It’s a protest, a disapproval of censor- 
ship,” said Harriet Parker-^Bass, an 
employee at Ex Libris bookstore on the 
Sun Valley mall. 

Parker-Bass i.s .spearheading the local 
ob.scrvancc of Banned Books Week, 
Sept. 22-28, which spotlights various 
attempts nationwide to remove books 
from libraries and school reading lists. 
She said local people arc often surprised 
to learn that books such as “Ordinao’ 
People," "A Separate Peace” and 
“Moby Dick" have been the targets of 
book-banning attempts. 

“The reaction we get from people is, 
'You’re kidding,'" she said. 

“It’s something people don’t think 
about, because it’s not an issue here," 
Parker-Bass said. “It’s amazuig to think 
that someone would tell you what to 
read.” 

But book advocates say more than 100 
attempts were made by individuals and 
organizations to take certain books out 
of the hands of students, librarians, and 
the reading public during the 199G-I997 
sdiool year. 

The list includes literary classics such 
/ as "The Adventures of Huckleberry 
Finn” and “Sounder. 

One book selected as required read- 
ing for middle school students at the 
Community School in Ketchum has 
Iwen under fire in other school systems.

“We are totally against censorship,” 
said Ollie Cossman, head librarian at 
the Community Library.

Rupert is business friendly, city officials say

RUPERT - The City Council 
wants to dispel allegutions once 
and for all that the city discour- 
ages people from opening new 
businesses. 

Rumors, wliich Mayor Dwin- 
dle Allred believes have been 
fired hy misinformation 
regarding Colin Marriott’s 
dealings with the city, keep 
popping up nearly a year after 
Marriott talked with city offi- 
cials. 

-^The city-did noi-in tiny wiij”;- 

shape or form, discourage Mr. 
Marriott from opening a busi- 
ness in Rupert," Allred said. 
"The city wants new busi- 
ness." 

"Our most important goal is 
to improve the perception of 
how Rupert deals with business- 
es," City Administrator Brian 
Montgomery added last week. 
“When an allegation isn’t fair, 
I'm not going to be (piiet uhoul 
it." 

Marriott, owner of Robin 


Hood Fish and Chips restaurant 
- which he opened In Pa'ul 
instead of Rupen - said Rupert 
officials “shoot themselves in 
the foot." He claims they 
refused to give him a variance 
for additional parking had he 
obtained the property across 
from City Hall, the C & L Cafe 
and Lounge. 

Marriott, a restaurateur from 
Nottingliamshirc, England, had 
planned to remodel the upper 
rooms in the building on F 
Street to be used as meeting 
rooms and increase floor space 
— for-t he- restaurant-and- lounge • 
hy opening up two offices on 
the ground floor. These 
changes would have increased, 
demand on downtown parking' 
spaces. 

Both City Attorney Rick 
Bollar and Councilman Steve 
Barras said Marriott was 
referred to planning and zon- 
ing commissioners, who re- 
(piesied he submit a parking 
plan. 

Since no plan ever was sub- 
mitted, city officials h.nve been 


puzzled by Marriott’s accusa- 
tions. 

Paul Aston, zoning adminis- 
trator for the city and county, 
spoke adamantly on the 
topic. 

“We went out of our way lo 
work with Marriott,” he said. 
'Wc gave him an application, 
and he didn’t even fill it 
out." 

Aston said the zoning board 
encouraged Marriott to come up 
with a solution. 

"I don't have any doubt that 
whatever parking plan he’d 
'havc-comc'up tvithrthe-board' 
would have approved it," Aston 
said. “I don't think he wanted to 
pay the $100 fee. He expected 
the city to grant him a variance 
without an application." 

The SlOO fee is to cover costs 
of publishing the variance 
notice in the paper and the 
postage for the required letters 
to be sent to other properly 
owners within a 200-foot 
“protest area” of any new bu.si- 
ncss. 

Aston .said he believes bring- 


ing the upper rooms of the 
building up to fire codes would 
have caused Marriott more 
problems than parking, as sec- 
tions of the building hadn’t 
been used for many years. 

Montgomery, who admits, he 
wasn't working for the city at- 
the time of the incident, has 
spoken with Marriott about the 
problem. -During that conversa- 
tion, he said, he was led to 
believe the real reason 
Marriott didn’t locate in Rupert 
was that the owner of the C & L 
property wanted twice the 
“amounrMarriomvas drilling TO " 
pay. 

“He got a better req] estate 
deal in Paul," Montgomery said. 

Montgomery says the city 
won’t say no to anyone. 

“We’ll work out any problems 
with a prospective business," he 
said. “We’ve even lowered com- 
mercial electricity rates as an 
attraction."

Bates .said the <iuulity of craftsmen such as 
Sheehan and Hnrri.s makes homen«\7iers seek 
them out for special touches. 

"The craftsmen are here, and willing and 
able to create it," Bates .said. "Wc have crafts- 
men here like Mark and David who are edu- 
cated and sophisticated yet arc working in 
this old We.stem, regional material." 

Bates said the mountain iiousc, with its typi- 
cal exposed beams and many fireplaces, is a 
iiiitiiral showetuse for metal anisLs. 

“There’s an opportunity to iw expressive,” 
he .said. 

Tlte artists agree, within limits, 

"Vety rarely do I get to do exactly what I 
want Ki do,” Sheehan .said. “I Iniild for a spe- 
cific space to fit a specific design." 

Clients ask that he fallow their basic style, 
wbeiher French, Italian, Southwest or rustic. 
Still, he said, “You’re striving for beauty." 

Harris agreed. 

“I have to be sensitive to where the piece is 


going, if it's ranch rustic, Iialianatc or 
Adirondack," Harris said. “I try to accommo- 
date the client with something that is most 
suitable for their space." 

Harris said in recent years, he has worked 
in hoiLses with total square footages between 
1S,000 and 20,000. 

“We’re talking huge.” Harris said. His typi- 
cal project, whether a series of fireplace 
screens or patterned iron wall sconces, costs ' 
the client $ 60,000 to $120,000. 

Althougli his projects usually take three to 
four months to complete, the time line some- 
times extends to more than a year. 

In the past eight years, business has 
increased dramatically. - 

Although Sheehan said some SO percent of 
liis work is fireplace screens for the massive 
fireplaces the mountain life seems to invite, 
he also creates tables, lamps, staircases and 
other funaional pieces. 

"My goal is much more elevated than sim- 
ply matching colors," Sheehan said. “My 
desire is lo be an artist.” 

Harris said he spends most of his time 


inventing designs and thinking througli the 
particular needs of his client, rather than 
copying. He prizes originality, thou gh other 
metalworkers have imitated TriumplTMetal” 
Works’ automatic security entry gate first 
installed on Brooke Shields’ residence. 

“I gel to see some of the nicest stuff in 
the world in people’s homes." he said. 
“That’s the essence of growing up in Sun 
Valley, the possibility of doing this work, at 
this level." 

He and Sheehan have worked in houses 
costing up to $30 million, with the average 
around $2 million. The fireplace screens in 
the River Run Lodge, Seattle Ridge Lodge 
and Warm Springs Lodge were designed, 
built and installed by Sheehan. He also has 
created fireplaces with glass and iron 
doors for Hewlett Packard President Bill 
Hewlett and for financial bigwig Herbert 
Allen.

In other Elko County business, David 
Waldron, tiie successful bidder on 10 of the 30 
acres put lo bid by Elko County, now has 30 
(lays to take steps toward developing afford- 
able housing on the land.

“They held the plane for me,” 
I’ctronck said. “TJiey waited 
about 12 minutes so I could take 
that night and not wait for the 
next fli^t out." 

The surgery lasted 14 hours, 
and Peironck was up five hours 
later. 

"The liver took right off, it was 
a perfea match. The right body 
sCTucmrc, weight and size - per- 
fect," she said. 

Physically, Peironck's health 
was making great strides. The 
new liver was functioning at 1(X) 
percent of its capacityj and she 
could feci her oody growing 
stronger. Mentally, however, 
Pctronck began losing ground; 
seven days after her surgery, she 
slipped into a deep depression. 

Pctronck said she began to 
.grieve for her dono r, e ve n thou^ ■ 
she knew, virtually nothing of the 
person who saved her life. 

“1 felt morbid. Somebody had 
to die and I was going to live,” 
Pctronck said. ^ felt die loss of 
that person. I fell the grief." 

But the hospital was pre- 
pared and sent in counselors 
and other transplant patients to 
help Pctronck work through 


the depression. • 

Pcironek came home to 
Hagciman three weeks after the 
surgciy and continues her recov- 
ery with her husband and tbeir 
six dogs. 

She is now on a lifetime rc^- 
mcn of immunosuppression 
drugs, which keep her body fiom 
rejecting the new organ. With the 
medication comes an increased 
threat of infection and cancer, 
but for the most part, Petronek 
can look forward to a normal, 
healthy life. 

Gratitude to her donor 
. donor’s family is foremost in 
daily thoughts. In a year, if all 
parties agree, Petronek and her 
donor’s family could meet — a 
family reunion of sorts. But 
Petronek said that’s something 
she’s just not ready for. 

“I plaiTto send tKein a lcri^^" 
but.not righLaway," Petronek 
said. “I’m not ready to express 
my feelings, plus it may ^ too 
soon for them _ but I do want to 
thank them for this ultimaro 
Fve been pven."

Anyone who’s ever tried to lose weight 
will take issue tvith two new advertising 
campaigns that suggest dieting is as sim- 
ple os AK or one, nvu, three. 

But analysts say that campaigns 
unveiled lost month by IVcight Watchers 
Intcrnationol-Inc and Jenny Craig Inc. 
could lead to increased market share for 
the industry leaders now that two popu- 
lar diet drugs have been linked to heart 
, s'alve problems and pulled from the mar- 
ket. 

Removal of the drugs fenfluramine, 
--sokl-QS Pondimin. and dexfenflummine, 
sold as Redux. from the weight-los.s arse- 
nal in effect spells the end of the fen- 
phen drug phenomenon and i.s likely lo 
strengthen trudiiional weight-loss pro- 
grams. 

Analysts said Woodbury, N.Y.-based 
Weight Watchers could be the big win- 
ner, since it never.orfered the diet drug.s. 
Competitors Jenny Craig and Nutri/ 
Systems made Redux available to diems 
but have discontinued the practice. 

“Thb could be very positive for some- 
one like Weight Watchers," said John 
LaRosa. president of Markctdata 
Enterprises Inc., a Tampa. Fla.-based 
company that tracks diet industry 
trends. “They can honestly say; ‘We’ve 
taken the safe ntuie ail along. We svere 
looking out for your itealth."’ 

Weiidit Watcjjers, a unit of PitLsburgh- 
based H.J. Heinz, with an estimated $1 
billion in revenue, stuck svith its tradi- 
tional nonprescripiion approach even as 
consumers embraced fen-phen programs 
run by physiciaas, hospitals and weight- 
toss chnics. 

“We’re not a medical organization, 
and sve never pretended to be,’’ said 
Weight Watchers spokeswoman Linda 
Webb Corilli. “Medical decisions about 
prescription drugs shtiuld be left to peo- 
ple and their persoail physidans.” 

.Analysts say Jenny Craig, which had 
seen its revenue fail as fen-phen’s popu- 
larity rose, could ab> Itenefii from the 
drugs’ remos-al from tlie market. 

Tbc San Diego-based company 
removed fenfluramine and dexfenflu- 
famine from its program in August — 
just eight months after adding them os 
- an-^pdjuiKi’^t()-itscore nonprescription— 
program. 

Jenny Craig spokesman Brian 
Luscomb said the two drugs svere 
restricted to "medically qualified” 
clients whose weight was at least 30 per- 
cent abos'C healthy levels. “These were 
not appros-ed for cosmetic uses,” 
Luscomb said. 

With their nesv ad campaigru — “1.2.3 
Success" from Weight Watchers and 
“ABC Program” from Jenny Craig — the • 
companics.are trying to tell consumers 
that simple tactics work in the war 
against tsccess weight. 

The competitors advise their 
“clients” to eat appropriately, exercise 
regularly and incorporate a healthy dol- 
lop of behavior modification to elimi- 
nate bad habits that add unwanted 
pounds. 

But the ads also underscore a hard 
.face -Americans prefer easy solutions —

'Rx for road-map veins' 


How old is too old for medicines? 


It’s September 1997, and you’ve 
got a monster headache. But ac- 
cording CO your aspirin bottle, its 
contents expired in December 
19%. 

IVill the expired pills still do in 
the headache? Or worse, will they 
do you in? On both counts, proba- 

-bly not, say medical expensr 

Drugs like headache relievers 
merely become less potent — not 
dangerous — over time. The same 
goes for the majority of over-the- 
counter medications; they are not 
veiy likely to harm you even if 
taken after their expiration dates. 

"For minor medications like 
Tylenol, where the situation 
doesn't involve a life-threatening 
or life-saving situation, it’s proba- 
bly not a big deal" to take expired 
medication, says Ed Arriola, coor- 
dinator of University of California 
at Los Angeles' Drug Information 
Center. 

■ It’s a choice faced by everyone 
from the 2 a.m. headache victim to 
the chronic-allergj- sufferer. You 
don't want to take an ineffective 
product, but you don't wont to toss 
out perfectly good medicine, 
including the more costly prescrip- 
tion drug* • 

"The general nde of thumb on, 
really, ell prescribed drugs is, if 
you've had it for six months or 
longer and you can’t find out the 
correct expiration date, loss it 


out,” says Ur. Susan Stangl, direc- 
tor of Urgent Care at the UCLA 
Family Health Center. 

And if your medication ever 
looks different from when you 
bought it (for instance, it’s discol- 
ored, powdery or congealed), 
don't (tike it. 

In extremely rare cases, the use 
of expired prescription drugs has 
— Icd-to scizurcs-and-cvcn-dcath. • 
The commonly prescribed antibi- 
otic letraQ'cIinc, for example, can 
degrade into a poison over time 

Taking expired antibiotics may 
also aggravate rather than desDoy 
an infection. Likening it to the 
phrase ‘^vhatever doesn’t kill you 
makes you stronger," doctors 
explain that the invading bacteria 
may only become more resistant 
to antibiotics if inferior dosages 
arc taken. 

To ensure that ovcr-ihc<ountcr 
and prescription medications retain 
their potency at least until their 
expiration date, experts urge con- 
sumer to properly store drugs. Pre- 
mature a^g of medications con- 
tributes 10 the whopping $49 billion 
that Americans spend annually on 
nearly 2 billion prescriptions. 

Since most homes are equipped 
with a “medicine cabinet," it’s 
easy to get the wrong idea about 
where to keep drugs. In fact, the 
traditional medicine cabinet may 
accelerate die rate at which dru^ 
lose their potency. 

“It’s really one of the worst 


places to store medidnev" Stangl 
saj-s. “Tlic excessive moisture and 
heat in bathrooms really age the 
drugs." 

Instead, cx pe its recommend that 
medications be placed away &om - 
light sources in a cool, dry place, 
such os a closet or Idtdtcn cabincL 

“It’s anuuing what some people 
will do (with medications)," Stangl 
-says. “And people-should never,- — 
ever share a neighbor’s prescrip- 
tion, and they should never take a 
leftover prescriptiop." 

If you’re un c er ta in about a med- 
ication's age or effectiveness, call 
your phyddan or phannadst.

DEAR PANTS: While lots of 
w omen w orry about. relluL'tft, like_ 
yoti, ! worry* about the road map 
of veins running all o%*er my 
- thi^ It’s iwt that I don’t have cel- 
liiliie. but it just doesn’t bother 
me as much as these surfaced 
- v e in srlh ey are n or5woUen'or~ 
raised, Imt they arc not a pretty 
sight. The most tyTiol treatment 
for large red and blue varicose 
veins is sclcratherapy. Lasers 
doesn’t work well, if at all, on 
largerv-ciits but they can be effcc- 
tn*e on smaller bur^ of veins. 

In ^eratherapy* a saline solu- 
tion is Lnjeaed into the thighs to 
collapse the walls of the veins, 
destroying the source of the prot^ 
lem. Acni^y, no one uses normal 
. saline anymore. One alternative 
is poUdocanoI (aethoxysdcrol), 
winch was originally developed 
as a local anesthetic. Polidoc^ol 
Turned out to be undesirable as 
an anesthetic because it shut 
down veins wherever it was 
injeacd, but it was perfect for 
sclerotherapy. It is virtually pain- 
less. It is alre one of few drugs 
you can injea into the skin that 
doesn't leak into the other veins, 
so it only affects the vein you arc 
(^ing after. That means there is 
little to no risk associated with 
this treauncm. Your doctor will 
want to choose the best option for 
your conditioR. but make sure he 
or she is familiW and skilled with 
all available options. For more 
serious, larger rcricosc veins, a 
more potent choice is sooadccol. 

It shares some similarities trith 
polidocanol, but sotradccol can 
cause sores (ulcers) if it leaks. 

It is best to determine the 
underlying cause of a problem 
before treating it, but thai'isn’t 
always possible. A surfaced \-ein is 
distent^ and sisiblc because it is 
conneaed to a high-pressure ^*s- 
tem that has gone wrong. These 
veins arc like (M^-ing along and all 
of a sudden finding heas-y trifle 
backed up several miles from the 
actual pr^Iem. \Micn \-cins work 
normally they collect blood from ' 
tissues and pump it around the 
body in an even flow, without 
hitches, stops, or sudden starts. 
When dungs go wrong, the blood 
can acnsally go in the wrong direc- 
tion. This occurs because the 
vahes in the vciR no longer func- 
tion properly or because blood 
volume in the vein increases 
(often because of trauma); usually 
both conditions occur together 
and are interrelated. This misdi- 
rected blood-flow can build up- 
pressure. creating tortuous 
swelling and protrusions. A %*cin 
that becomes permanently dilarcd 
is called a \*aricose vein. Theore- 
tically any vein can develop sari- 
cosity, but certain s*cins, such as

those in the legs, are more likely 
ta This can be due to an injury; or 
pregnancy hormones, which make 
“’the valves in th'c“ veins'soft'and*' 
floppy, causing damage; or being 
overwdfdit; or just bad veins. And 
the problem can spread from even 
one bad veitvalfceting a multi- 
tude of veins. 

Varicose veins that become 
raised and swollen should not be 
ignored. This is more than just a 
cosmetic problem. Venous ihrom- 
bo^ (blood dots), which ore ten- 
der and painful, may develop and 
break off and become obstruc- 
tions elsewhere, particularly in 
the pulmonary arterioles, causing 
hcajt/ailuju 

The pulse dye laser or Photo- 
derm Loser is used primaril^r for 
vascular lesions such as birth- 
marks, surfaced capillaries or spi- 
der veins on the face and legs, and 
■he underlying redness of acnc 
rosacea. The machine is capable of 
selecting a small target and pene- 
trating only that area, which is 
why it can hit a tiny capillary so 


precisely. The pulse dye laser or 
Photoderm n^uires no anes- 
thesia, but sometimes a topical 
anesthetic is used just in case the 
patient is particularly senadve or 
jumpy. Every time the. intense 
light of a laser penetrates the skin, 

if mn f eel Ijke a rubto band snajv 

ping against the skin. PahapTthe 
most remarkable thing about all 
this is that (he results arc instanta- 
neous. One drawback is thot the 
skin can appear darkened and dis- 
~colorcd-for8‘period-of-10-to-14 — 
days; htnvcvcr, there is no wound 
or ousting.

softer tlian peacli fuzz, the air fresher titan

as inviting as an untramplcd beach to a 
’ child. 

■ Suddenly, an alarm clock jolts them' out 
of fantasy. It’s the wakeup call for their 
bodies to start conditioning for the rigors 

’-of their favorite snmv sports. 

■ If you like skiing and snowboarding but 
haven't done anything to train specifically 
for tliese sports, now Ls the time to start, to 
boost performance and prevent injuries, 
exercise experts advise. ' 

For the serious skier or snowlmarder, 
dry-land, off-season conditioning is cru- 
ciM to getting the most mileage from a 


lift ticket, which you measure by how 
long you stay on the slopes and how you 
conquer the moguls. Topper Hagcrman 
said. Hagerman is the owner of Topper 
Sports Medicine and a coasultant at the 
Steadman Hawkins Clinic/Foundation in 
Vail, Colo., specializing in snow-sports 
-dinical-research-and-injury-rchabilitn— 
tion'. 

But the casual skier and snowboarder 
have as mucli to gain from preparation, if 
only to prevent tom ligaments and other 
injuries, he said. 

Exercises’for skiing 'and s'hbwboardtng 
are designed for two reasons: to give you 
muscle power and endurance and pre- 
vent fatigue; and to enhance your flexi- 
bility and agility so you can twist, turn 
and react to changes in terrain without 
pain. In skiing, you should target the 
muscles of the thighs — front, back, 
inner and outer parts — lower back, abs 


and calves — front and back. 

In snowboarding, add to the list the 
shoulders, arms and wrists, which snow- 
boarders use to support and push them- 
selves off the ground, and emphasize the 
obliques of the abs because there is a lot 
of torso twisting in this sport, said Vikki 
-Van-Hposenrlios-Angelcs-bascd:fitncss— 
trainer for seven U.S. Women’s Olympic 
Snowboarding Team contenders. 

Although lower legs, ankles and feet 
arc boot-encased, tiiey need to be 
stren g thene d and stabiliA ;d bec au .se they 
are responsible for tiuiiating and fine-tun- 
ing snowboarding movements and mak- 
ing corrective, balancing adjustments, 
especially to maintain balance over tiie 
front foot, Suzanne Nottingham, senior 
ski and snowboard instructor at 
Mammoth Mountain Ski Area, said in a 
report for the American Council on 
Exerdsc. 


Before Iwginning a snow-si«irtfrspetific 
prngnim, you mast already Iiave a foutida- 
tion consisting of resistance and cardio- 
va.sailar workouts, .said Saul lilau, exer- 
cise piiysiologist and partner at llealih

If you’ve i>ecn inactive, start with the 
general aspects of fitness — a basic car- 
diovascular exercise* and weight-training 
pntgrjm — for at least tw(» tveeks lK*fore 
going into the s n ecifie, Ha ger man said.

Dentists can offer help 
for battling bad breath

Knlght-fildder Nows Service 

Dr. Anthony Dailley’s newest 
dental venture .says a mouthful 
about our society at large. 

Director for the Center for 
Brcntii Treatment in San Fran- 
cisco, Daillcy has already treated 
hundred.s of patients for bad 
breath since opening his clinic 
there lost fall. 

If the American Dental Asso- 
ciation’s siati.siics arc correct, 
he’ll likely have plenty more 
clients for years to come: Some 
10 to 15 percent of us arc consid- 
ered down in the mouth, figiiiing 
a losing battle against halitosis. 

"To these people, it’s kind of 
like leprosy," soys Dailley from 
his center situated in San 
Francisco’s Financial District. 
"It’s probably one of the biggest 
social issues out there as far ns 
social hygiene is concerned." 

Indeed, with as many as 25 mU* 
lion to 85 million Americans suf* 
fering from varying degrees of 
bad breath, more demists arc 
bcginning'to focus their practices 
on breath treatment, says Ch^ 
Martin, o spokesman for the ADA. 

- "Dentists arc in a good posi- 
tion to treat this," says Martin, 
who has witnessed a growing 
number of sudt centers pop up in 
the country during tiic lust three 
to four years. “People arc more 
concerned about a whole range 
of tilings about their health and 
appearance. This sort of fits in 
with that.” 

For many of those who have 
•suffered •from halitosis;' hoivever, — 
the problem is anything but a 
cosmetic one. 

Poor breath con cause relation- 
ship troubles and even career dif- 
ficulties, leaving the sufferer 
feeling like a social outcast, says 
Daillcy, who has practiced den- 
tistry for die past 16 years. 

“It affects your outlook on. 
life," says Susan F., a Concord, 
Calif., insurance broker who has 
lived with bad breath for -10 
years. A recent patient of 
Dailley’s. she wishes to omit her

“1 grew up with very low self- 
esteem. Kids could be very 
cruel,” she says, “I gretv up real- 
izing I had a (breath) problem.

force. It held me back on posi- 
tions— at least I thought it did." 

For year.*!, Susan sought the 
help of her doctor and dentist, 
but to no avail. 

"1 know tbe problem could be 
resolved some way, but my den- 
tist would say, ‘There’s nothing 
that could be done,’ or my doctor 
would say, ‘Millions of people 
suffer from bad breath and you 
just have to live with it.’ But 1 
never gave up hope.”

Connie Lcssoff's face was not 
what it used to be. 

"I was 63 and I looked 83," says 
Lcs.soff, of Lauderhill. 

For women with wrinkles, plas- 
tic surgery had always been the 
Yellow Brick Road leading to the 
Fountain of Youth. But Lc.ssoff 
decided to, try laser resurfacing, a 
relatively new technique. 

Putting her money where her 
vanity was, she went to a Fort 
Lauderdale surgeon. For almost 
an hour, Lcssoff was under local 
anesthesia while Dr. Helene 
Friedberg passed a carbon diox- 
ide laser over her skin. Lcssoff 
went home with a lobsicr-red face 
and wa.s housebound for weeks. 
But she was ecstatic at the results. 

"If you were to look at my 
bcforc-and-nftcr pictures, you 
wouldn’t be able to tell that it 
was the same face,” she beams, 

Although most patients do well 
with laser resurfacing, it cun be u 
' risky technique. The laser occa- 


sionally cau.scs problems sucii .is 
chronic redness, facial scars, 
swelling, discolored splotches 
and infections. 

“People don't realize you are 
burning liic skin, and there are 
complications,” says Dr. Steven 
Rosenberg, a West Palm Beacli 
dcrmatolo(USt whose partners use 
lasers. ‘‘Tiiis is not for everybody. 

It is not a miracle." 

The laser hums off tiie top 
layer of the skin, like a chemical 
peel. The he:un also tightens col- 
lagen in the skin and s|>arks the— 
production of more collagen that 
m.ikcs the .skin l(Ktk younger. 

Since it came out rive years 
.igo. laser resurfacing has caught 
on with a wide range of people, 
from septuagenarians to wrinkle- 
fciiring Baity IkKtmers, The oper- 
ation costs $3,500 to S4.500; facu- 
lift.s run twice that or more. 

Laser surgery is rehitively safe 
if done properly, says Ur. Jamie 
Morhaim of Coral Spring, Fla. 

The kc)/ is making sure the 
patient is right for laser. 'I1ie treat- 
ment works best on moderate 


wrinkles but may burn too mucii 
on dce|h.T ones, Morhaim says. 

Fair-skintieil women fare best 
with laser, while those with olive 
or brown skin often are left with 
lightened patches. Soiia' doctors 
do a l>oor jol) explaining the pros, 
cons and limitations of the l.iser, 
which leads to disappointment by 
the patients, Hosenherg says. 
Some use lasers on patients who 
should not have it. 

Friedberg says site turns down 
]>atients with we.ik immune sys- 
-terns, dialietcs, cert.iin skin prob- 
lems and other ailmetits, 

Doctors should shy away from 
patients willi unreasiinahk- e.xpec- 
liiiions. "I can't have a patieiil

— -"-The-hnrdbody-ideal-is-very- 
cxDcting, very diffiaili for a lot of 
women,’’ Brumberg said. "It 
doesn’t incorporate the reality of 
our bodies. Many of us will never 
have certain kinds of physiques, no 
matter how hard we work at it." 

Although Brumberg applauds 
sports and exercise, she secs the 
hardbody physique as the laic.st 
outgrowth of a culture that puts 
looks ahead of character. 

It wasn’t always like this, said 
. Brumberg, who traces dianges in 
body fashions in her book, The 


Body Project. The early Vic- 
torians considered it a .sign of 
poor .social hnckgroiind to have a 
body that appeared accustomed 
to hard physical activity, she said. 
Good health was encouraged, but 

, competitive sports were nut. 

However, as women's bodies 
began to appear more in adver- 
tising, things changed, Brumberg 
said. 

— Donna -Lopiano,. executive. ,- 
director of the Women's Spurts 
Foundation, believes women will 
stick with athletics for reasons 
other than body image. A surge 
of girls and women in sports 
since the H>70s is unlikely to 
abate, she said. 

“What people seem to lie miss- 
ing about active women is that it 
is not a fitness-buff movement," 
Lopiano .said. "Tliey are not doiog 
it for a spouse or a boyfriend or 
for fashion’s sake. 'Iliey arc doing 
it for their own s.ike,”

But one tlicoiy Ls Uiat 
the vims orlwcteria infe a cells lin- 
ing the arteries and set in motion a 
series of events that eventually 
leads to die buildup of fatty plaque 
•inside ancries. Should a vesMil sup- 
plying die brain ticcome complete- 
ly cl(K«i, it could cause a stroke. 

Armin Grau, chairman of the 


University of Heidelberg’s neurolo- 
gy department, and his colleagues 
e.xamincd 166 people who suffered 
either a stroke or a mini-stroke 

(also known as a transient isdiemic 

aitacki or TIA) between August 
■ 1995 and january 1996. Their aver- 
age age was 61 years, They then 
compared this group of patients 
with 166 others of the same age 
who had not suffered a smike. 

According to their statistical • 


analysis, the researchers e.stimat- 
ed that the ri.sk of stroke is twice 
as high in people with frequent 
or chronic broncJiiris and two and 
a half limes as high in people 
wiiii poor dental status, such as 
-cavities, gum infections,-j«w-hoiie 
infections and periodontitis. 
Their results appeared in the 
September issue of tbe journal 
Stroke, published by liic 
American Heart Association.

California wary, though El Nino threat uncertain 


• LOS ANGELES (AP) ' — 
Unnerved by memories 
smashed piers and flooded homes 
from the El Nino of 1982-83, 
Californians arc sia^ng disaster 
— response-drills-and-patching- 
lcaky roofs for what might 
become the weather phenome- 
non’s worst reincantation in more 
titan a cennuy. 

The White Ho use ha s e ven 

called an “El Nino’ summit" here 
onOcLlS. 

There’s no way of sa>*ing yet 
what the winter will bring or — 
like the state’s ever-present 
earthquake threat — whra some- 
thing might happen 

El Ninos can also bring drought 
to the West Coast, but most 
experts arc betting on a Seattle- 
style winter for Southern 
(^ifomia, trith perhaps double 
or triple the usual rainfall 

“We do know it’s a vciy major 
El Nino, but the term itself 
doesn't necessarily imply heavy 
rain,” says state cl^tologist BtU ' 
Moric in Saenunenia 

An El Nino occurs when the 
wesnvard trade winds blowing 
across the tropical Pacific Ocean 
weaken. That allows a mass of 
warm water that the wind nor- 
mally pushes tensard Australia to 
slosh eastward toward South 
America. £1 Nino takes its name 
from the Spanish word for child 
l)ccause that wann water usually 
appears around Christmas. 

The warrh water heats the 
atmosphere and other parts of 
the ocean — pushing water tern- 
peramres up to 5 degrees above 
normal off California’s coast — 
and that alters storm tracks. 

The jet stream can dm'clop at a 
lower latitude than normal, creat- 
ing a flow of moist air from 
Hawaii directly to the West 
Coast, a “Pineapple Express" car- 
rjHng one drenching storm after 
another. 

There’s a difference this time 
around. 

“The flow normally doesn’t 
(Icv^op until late foil and winter, 
but thi.«t year, it started appearing 
in July," Mo^ said. 

That, in' turn, increases the 
uncertainty. The early develop- 
ment might mean this El Nino

Institution of Oceanography in La

“Is it going IQ kind of spend 
itself out before our winter 
(storm) period? Tliat’s one of the 
$64,000 questions,” he said. 

Or could it follow some com- 
pletely different schedule? 


“The scariest thing for me is 
the fact we could have something 
happen early in the season, then 
we could Stan to wind down, then 
tve could be back in the thick of 
it,” said Dcbby Steffen, a region- 
al director for the state Offlcc of 
Emergency Services. 

International weather e.xperis 
have predicted the worst El Nino 


in 150 years. It’s already associat- 
ed with drouglii in pans of Asia, 
New Zealand and Atistralia. And 
warm-water fish have been 
cauglit fanher nonh than normal 
along the West Coast. 

Most people draw- comparisons 
with weather caused by the El 
Nino of 1982-83. According to the 
United Nations' World 


.Meteorological Organization, it 
killed nearly 2.000 people and 
caused about S13 billion in dam- 
age ivorldwidc. 

In Southern Califomia, break- 
ers as big as buildings pounded 
the coast, demolishing muhidpal 
piers in Ventura. Santa Monica. 
Nlalibu, Hermosa Beach and Seal 
Beach, and sweeping away liomes 
in Malibu and Ventura, 

Now' Long Beaclrharbuilt a 
sand berm to protect oceanfront 
homes. Ventura is strengthening 
its rebuilt pier. Malii>u is ready- 
ing thousands of sandbags and 
hoping the state will pay for 
demolition of the city's deterio- 
rating pier before a storm breaks 
it up and hurls it at nearby 
homes. 

Emergency agencies have 
stepped up training for amidpai- 
ed rescues of people who ftlll into 
siorm<aused torrents.

LOS ANGELES — In the city 
w-iih more cameras to capture its 
moves than anywhere else, the 
Los Angeles Unified School 
District has laid its American 
Indian mascots to rest. 

It is the last of the Gardena 
Mohicans, the Birmingham Braves 
of Van Nuys and the University 
High Warriors in the school dis- 
tria of 670,000 students. 

American Indian groups arc ccl- 
ebracing a visible victory _ 
“against institutional radsm.” 

It’s great news and it’s a 
Stan," said American Indians 
in Film founder, Sonny Sky 
Hawk, whose speech before 
liie school board Sept. 2 
prompted the move. 

“We’ve been fighting with 
the Washington Redskins, 

we’ve been fighting with the 

Atlanta Braves, and that’s a 
bigger bite to take, but this ^ the 
second-largest school district in 
the Uititcd States." 

For 17 years, groups like 
American Indians in Film, the 
American Indian Education 
Commission, the American 
Indian Movement and others 
have taken the Los Angeles 
Unified School Distria to task on 
the mascot issue. Rnally, a reso- 
lution by school board member 
George Kiriyama was introduced 
Sept. 2 to end tbe use of 
American Indian images as mas- 
cots there. The board vole on 
Sept. 8 was unanimous, with an 
abstention by the board presi- 
dent, who lives in a distria where 


lappfd'pnatc and insensitive' 
use of mascots “may prevent 
American Indian children from 
developing a strung positive self- 
image." . 

The changeover- IS already 
under way and, according to the 
resolution, should be completed 
by the end of this school year, dis- 
trict communications spokesper- 
.son Shel Erlich said. 

"Wc have prevailed, and now 
our children can look forward to 
__ a brighter tomorrow, free 
from the ridicule and 
demeaning stigma of 
racism and mascots.” said 
Sky H.iwk. “Who k’nows

CHICAGO (AP) — A group nf 
doctors and public hcalili adv-u-

hiimaas lo l>c injected iviih a vac- 
cine consisting of a live, though 
weakened, strain of HIV. 

The Intemaiiuruil ^Xssociation of 
Physicians in MDS Care, ba.'^-d in 
Chicago, ivam.s to conduct the test 
involving about 50 volunteers. Tlie 
group intends to talk ividi National 
Institutes of Health officials almut 
the idea. 

Gordon Naiy, executive director 
of the Chicago group and one of 
the trial’s s-oluniecrs. said the risks 
of being in the study are dimin- 
i^ed ^ wbai con l>c learned from 
it. 

AIDS vaccine development is a 
slow process because of the safety 
measures and rigorous unimal test- 
ing needed before injecting 
humans with a trial vaedne. 

"Vaedne development has real- 
ly dragged on because there is tin 
assumption by conservative scien- 
tists that people ivon't step up and 
do diis,’’ Nary said. 

AIDS research efforts have 
focused OR vaccines that do not 
involve a live virus becau.se of fear 
that even a weakened, U\'c human 
inununo^cncy virus strain migltl 
be capable of causing AIDS or 
otlicr problems. 

Dr. Mark Crabowsky nf the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases is ^optical of 
the proposed study and says it’s 
premature to talk about injecting 
healthy people with a live vaedne.
